State WPA Administrator, asking 
if the project had been approved 
as yet. It had been approved by 
the state several weeks ego and 
forwarded to Washington for ap- 
proval. 
The mayor was informed that 


the project now has the official 
approval of Washington.. The ap- 
proval is contained in the presi- 
dential letter No. 7310. while the 
project number is OP-465-21-2- 
213. 


County Manager Arthur 
Hal- 


linan of the WPA stated that 
upon receipted allocation of funds 
to be used In the construction of 
the stadium that the work would 
start as quickly as possible. 


The stadium when 
completed 


will be used for public sports and 
games. For years the Kingston 
high school football and baseball 
teams have been without an en- 
closed field, and with the stadium 
built and in operation will have 
an ideal place in which to stage 
the high school games. The stad- 
ium will also be used for other 
football and baseball games as 
well as track events as a running 
track is to be constructed as well 
as the baseball and football fields.

MEW YORK —The metropolii 
* * has an abundance of pet ihops, 
They serve a definite need to a city 
where millions are shut in and 
denied the neighborlinesi of small 
town life. 


To these shops go the young and 


eld to purchase the companionship 
that they need in the close con- 
finement of New York apartments, 
And an amazing range in 
pet-life is offered. There are Per- 
sian and Angora kittens, and also 
Siamese. The mixed colors aren't 
very expensive, but the solid col. 
ors come a little more dear. Every 
known species of dog is easily ob- 
tainable—if you have the money 
to put on the line. Parrots, cans, 
ries, wrens, mocking birds, finches, 
love birds, pigeons, even peacocks, 
may be had. Squirrels, rabbits, 
mice, monkeys, practically every 
known type of domestic animal and 
fowl are offered for sale in the 
New York pet shops. 


•THESE constitute a great indus- 
* try and most of them are im- 
ported. There are days when ships 
come into East river docks with 
thousands_ of canaries in their hold 
from tropical countries where they 
grow wild. Low lying freighters 
from Africa arid South America 
arrive with cargoes i* simians, and 
the fancy liners from the large 
European ports have their consign- 
ments of Skye terriers and other 
favorite canines. 


Pedigreed stock naturally is 


dear, but one may buy execution- 
ally fine Persian kittens for as lit- 
tle as 55 and $8. The dogs range in 
price from $20 to $500, although it 
is an exceptional mutt that goes 
beyond the $250 mark. Spaniels are 
expensive, but well worth it. Mon- 
keys cost around $25, but are a bad 
risk. Almost invariably they are 
snuffed out by pneumonia or chills 
and fever. Canaries are dirt cheap, 
but parrots sometimes run into 
the money. 


Such is the demand for pets on 


the Island that many New York 
veterinarians have grown wealthy 
carins for unwell animals. A num- 
ber have opened swank hospitals 
and establishments in the Park 
avenue sector, have their own am- 
bulances and hospitals where ma- 
jor surgery for dogs is practiced. 
As a side line they usually sell 
choice stock. * * •

gers of winter driving and offers 
some valuable suggestions. 
The 


article follows: 


It is common knowledge that 


some road surfaces are more slip- 
pery than others, and that wet 
pavements seldom permit a car to 
be stopped as quickly as will a 
dry one. 


In winter driving when pave- 


ments are wet and icy, it is neces- 
sary to drive at a greatly reduced 
speed. 
Driving too fast for exist- 


ing conditions results in lack of 
control, 
especially 
at 
intersec- 


tions. 
Lack of control means in- 


ability to stop without the as- 
sured clear distance ahead. Lack 
of control or speed too great for 
conditions is a factor which is 
nearly always found in connection 
with serious accidents. 
Even the 


keenest and most alert 
drivers 


are unable at times to judge the 
safe speed limits of wet and icy 
pavements, so it might be well to 
—-"ember that swerving sudden- 
ly, or jamming on your brakes at 
a high speed may cause skidding 
even 
on dry 
roads.

of bloom, but there are a few 
points which tho person unfamil- 
iar with its culture will appre- 
ciate knowing. 


It requires plenty of light, but 


not direct noonday sun. An east 
window with a strong light, but 
with not over two hours of sun a 
day. •will fulfill its needs in this 
respect. Too .much sun will cause 
burning of tho leaves.

Fall is thc most favorable time 


to plant hardy lily bulbs. Even in 
the coldest regions, the hazards ot 
a winter outdoors arc likely to be 
less than those which attach to 
spring planting. 


The idea that lilies arc difficult to 


grow is rapidly being dispelled by 
the success which thousands of am- 
ateurs are having all over the ! 
country. Most of thc lilies are as 
hardy as oaks, and thrive with little 
attention, once their basic needs 
in the way of soil, drainage and 
depth of planting arc provided. 


Good drainage is vital. When thc 


foliage of a lily plant turns yellow 
and thc plant looks sick, the first 
cause to suspect is excessive mois- 
ture. Select a place where there 
is no question of good drainage, 
and remember that drainage is 
sometimes a matter of soil texture. 


peep planting is required by all 


lilies which are "stem-rooters," 
that is. which make roots above 
the bulbs. A depth of eight to ten 
inches ah«''» the bulb is recom- 
mended. 
Lilies which make all 


their roots below the bulb, such as 
the Madonna, arc planted from 
three to five inches deep.

HERD REINDEER IN 


STRANGE ROUNDUP 


Northwest Canada Scene of 


Big Undertaking. 


Ottawa, Ont.—The world's strang- 


est roundup is to be staged shortly on ' 
the Mackenzie delta m Canada's i 
northwest territory. 


Almost within the Arctic circle, j 


Andy Bahr, American herder, and , 
lour Laplanders will undertake the 
task of rounding up a herd of rein- | 
deer driven there across the bleak, j 
snowy wastes of the "top of the 
world" from Alaska four years ago. 


The object of the roundup will be 


to ascertain how the herd is faring. 


The herd, originally 2,000 head, 


was purchased by the Canadian 
government in Alaska, and Bahr 
was engaged to drive it to the Mac- 
kenzie delta to provide a permanent 
food supply for the Eskimos living 
in the Richard's island area. 


A count last summer revealed the 


herd had increased from 2,000 head 
to 3,000 head in sixteen months, and 
it is believed it has since grown to 
approximately 5,000. 


The herd, since its arrival on the 


delta, has been carefully guarded 
and nursed by four Lapps v.-ho ac- 
companied Bahr on the epic trek. 
They are also instructing the Eski- 
mos in how to care for the reindeer 
and how best to exploit their full 
capacities as "beasts of burden" 
and food. 


The Lapp "cowboys" are assisted 


by shepherd dogs which are as as- 
siduous in their watch over the herd 
as they are with sheep. 


Close vigilance is necessary be- 


cause of the danger of possible 
stampeding when the deer are tor- 
mented by the insects and wild life 
that inhabit the bleak 
wastes. 


Prowling wolves who attack by 
night during the winter months, 
sometimes killing fifty reindeer in 
one raid, are the most serious prob- 
lem confronting the herdsmen. 


The coming roundup will estab- 


lish whether the experiment, car- 
ried out at great cost, has been a 
success.
